More than 600,000 aliens, in nearly 
ali European countries except Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary, Mosiem 
Turkey, and Russia, have applied for 
pmmission to migrate to America. 
American consuls are passing on the 


: gplications as rapidly as possible. The 


latest figures show that for several 
weeks immigrants have been arriving 
in this country at the rate of 600,000 
a year, five times as many as entered 
last year and half as many as in 1914, 
whén the peak of prewar immigration 
Was reached. 
Exodus from Europe Predicted. 
When peace is established the tide 
of immigration will be swelled by Ger- 
Mans.and others now technically en- 
emy aliens, it is predicted. Many au- 
thérities believe all prewar records 
wil be broken by the exodus from 
Europe to the United States, unless 
congress puts up the bars.

BULLETIN. 

Juarez, Mex., May 14.—The meet- 
ing of the new congress, called by 
Gov. Adolfo de la Huerta, supreme 
chief of the “ Liberal Constitution- 
alist” government, will be held at 
Mexico City May 24 for the pur- 
pose of appointing a provisional 
president of Mexico, Gen. Ignacio 
C. Enrique, candidate fox governor 
of Chihuahua, announced tonight. 

Vera Cruz, May 15, 3 a. m.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—President Venus- 
tiano Carranza, who with a force of 
loyal troops has been resisting rebel 
attacks near Sag Marcos, state of Pu- 
ebla, for the last five days, has broken 
through the rebel lines to the south- 
east and, accompanied by 1,000 men, 
had fied into the mountains between 
Puebla and Oaxaca, according to ad- 
vices received here this morning. 

Before abandoning their last posi- 
tions the Carranza troops destroyed 
their trains and war material which 
could not be carried with them. 

Gen. Murguia and Gen. Urquiso, 
with some of the Carranza troops, still 
are fighting near San Marcos for the 
purpose of retarding the pursuit of the 
fleeing president, 


Line Extends for Miles. 

The position held by President Car- 
ranza'’s rear guard soldiers eatends 
from: near Huamantla, southeastward 
about twenty-seven miles to the village 
of Algibes, approximately “ six miles 
northwest of Chalchicomula, according 
to reports. 

As advices received before indicated 
the southern end of the Carranza line 
was near San Marcos it would appear 
the president’s troops have succeeded 
in working their way down the rail- 
road a distance of nearly nineteen 
miles since the beginning of the com- 
bat five days ago. 

Positions Are Flanked. 

A rebel captain who was in the 
battle zone on Thursday arrived here 
yesterday,and stated that at 2 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon forces command- 
ed by Gen. Guadeloupe Sanchez, cori- 
sisting of 4,000 infantry and cavalry, 
entered the fight. and succeeded in 
flanking the first positions occupied by 
Carranza’s men. infantry deployed 
to the left over the hills, while the 
cayalry swung around to the right on 
level ground. The main attack was 
made against the last two trains held 
by Carranza’s men. 4 

The attacking forces encountered a 
barrage of artillery and machine gun 
fire, but succeeded in reaching the Car- 
ranza trains and destroying both of 
them. The rebel advance, however, 
encountered superior Carranza forces 
and was stopped. After two hours of 
fighting the rebels were ordered to re- 
tire to Chalchicomula. The battle last- 
ed four hours. 

Both Sides Loose Heavily. 

Severe losses were suffered by both 
sides, the rebel forces losing one of 
their leaders, Gen. Liberato Lara Tor- 
res, who received a sword wound in the 
neck during a hand to hand fight. He 
was rushed to Orizaba, where he died 
this afternoon. 

During the fighting two Carranza 
airplanes circled over the battlefield 
and inspected positions held by the 
rebels. Gen. Higinio Aguilar, who 
fought during the régi of Porfirio 
Diaz and was known as the “ eternal 
rebel.” arrived to codperate in the at- 
tack against Carranza. . 

He brought into the fight 2,000 sol- 
diers, all veterans and well acquainted 
with the terrain where the bajtle is 
going on. Another leader who has 
joined the rebels is Gen. Medina, who 
commands a large fo-ce of men. 

Predicts Early Surrender. 

El Paso, Tex., May 14.—-Early sur- 
render of President Carranza and his 
forces, said to be at bay near Rinco- 
nada, Puebla, was predicted in a tele- 
gram from Gen. Alvaro Obregon, re- 
ceived today by Luis. Montes De Oca, 
Mexican revoiutionary “consul,” at El 
Paso. 

“The convoys of Carranza have been 
attacked by our forces for the last 
four days, and I think that by Friday

cial.]—If President Wilson dictates the

The senator’s speech virtually con- 
cluded the general debate on the peace 
resolution and cleared the way for the 
final vote in the senate tomorrow at 4 
o’clock. Senator Reed declared he was 
going to vote for the Knox resolution, 
and indications are the measure will be 
passed by a majority of about eight or 
tens votes. | 

Insures Democratic Defeat. 

“No sane man believes it possible,” 
Mr. Reed said, “ that the peace treaty 
can be ratified until after March 4. 
1921. If the Democratic party writes 
into its platform a declaration for 
‘unconditional acoeptance of the treaty, 
there cannot be such a change made 
in senate membership as would prevent 
one-third from rejecting it. A change 
in the senate to ratify the treaty could 
not be accomplished before three years 
after March4, 1921. Nobody outside a 
lunatic asylum believes unqualified ap- 
proval of the treaty possible.

There is no raw material, no general 
industry, and everything is national- 
ized.

KILLING TIME—AND PROSPERITY. 


Traffic experts, manufacturers, and food produc 
ers throughout the nation assert that the railroads 
are running into a jam which will mean almost 


_ total blockade of freight in two months unless a 


remedy is put into effect at once. The immediate 
danger to almost every line of human activity in 
the United States is obvious. It requires little 
stretch of the imagination to see factories closed, 
grain rotting in the elevators, labor of all kinds 
halted, and food supplies unobtainable. . 

. Oe possibilities are not the ill advised fore- 
‘casts’ of panic breeders and pessimists. They 
are fruit of the sober thought of freight traffic 
managers who have been working night and day 
for weeks to untangle the growing congestion. 
These traffic heads assert that more than 100,000 
loaded ‘freight cars are tied up in the environs 
What 
this means to industry is painfully evident. 

Railroad officials assert that there is no embargo 
upon live stock, coal and perishables. That is 
small comfort. At best it means only existence. 
Even that cannot continue if more cars aré being 
sidetracked daily into the tangle of other freight. 

Two things are blamed by the railroads. One 
is shortage of equipment. The other is the switch- 
men's strike. The strike is said to have been 
broken. Perhaps it has been. But the fact re- 
mains that thousands of experienced switchmen 
have not gone back to their work. They have 
taken jobs in factories and elsewhere paying bet- 
ter wages. 

The situation must be remedied. How? Simply 
by the proper functioning of government agencies 
created for that purpose. The machinery is ready. 
If it works quickly all will be well. If it delays, as 
it has delayed, we hesitate to.think of the conse- 
quences. 

Months ago, threatened general strikes on the 
railroads were postponed by the brotherhoods at 
the plea of the government to allow adjustment. 
A railroad labor board finally was provided for to 


gettle the difficulties. Its appointment by the presi- 
dent was delayed. Finally, sick of"delay, switch- 


men revolted and struck. The traffic situation be- 
came menacing. Faetories closed. Then the pres- 
ident, on April 13, appointed the board. Two days 
later it was summoned to meet in Washington. 
1t met, and began hearings. Now we are told it 
is to move to Chicago and hold more hearings. 
When, may we ask, is it to finish its hearings and 
do something? 

A decision must be reached and reached quickly 
whereby the roads will be put into a position to 
operate at least to the limit of efficiency of their 
present equipment. If the board must work six- 
teen hours a day to achieve this end it will be 
doing no more than thousands of railroad em- 
ployés have been doing to keep the }ife streams of 
the nation flowing. 

We must have done with procrastination and 

passing of the buck. We must have effective ac- 
tion and have it now. 
. And while the board is settling this problem, 
other governmental machinery, formed for the 
purpose, must settle allied problems. The roads 
must have higher rates and more equipment. At 
least 236,000 cars alone are needed. The interstate 
commerce commission must attend to this matter 
of financing, and attend to it as quickly as human 
ability can work. Industrial] chaos is the alterna- 
tive.

It was in that way he made 
his intelligence and character tell Politics was the 
better for him. The professional reformer and the 
unco’ guid are of little value in the fight for good 
government, though they may be conspicuous for 
a time. 


A JOB FOR EFFICIENT 


MANAGERS. 
- Granting that profiteering is to an extent re 
sponsible for present high costs of necessities, 
investigation reveals that responsibility is shared 
by the combination of business management and 
labor which produces these necessities. High 
prices admittedly are due in part to a shortage of 
supply. Labor seems justified in resenting an 
effort to make it carry the entire responsibility 
for this shortage. Management seems equally 
to blame. To inerease output and thereby reduce 
prices without loss is as much the function of 


management as of labor. 

There is no longer any doubt that the supply 
of necessary products is below the demand. But 
until recently there have been few facts available 
to show that the situation can be corrected to a 
considerable extent by efficiency of management. 
In some cases recently made public ft has been 
demonstrated that efficiency of management has 
been able to bring output practically back to nor- 
mal, in spite of a temporary slump which was at- 
tributed to slackened effort on the part of work- 
men. ‘ 

The National Cash Register company offers an 
illustration. Recently it was shocked into activity 
by the discovery that its productive efficiency was 
down to about 68 per cent of pre-war figures. The 
president of the company studied the situation, 
conferred with aids and employés, adopted new 
methods, and eliminated waste motion. The out- 
put now is reported climbing steadily toward nor- 
mal Seventy-five paper box factories in Chicago 
report normal production. Chicago foundrymen 
in several plants report as great an output per unit 
of labor as before the war. | 
_ These illustrations indicate that the trained 
mind of a factory chief codperating with the 
trained hand of an employé can in many cases 
solve the production problem. It is upon such 
efficient management that the success of America 
in world markets is based. Upon such efficiency 
a return to normal prices also can be made. 

The fact that labor and management in many 
cases have not codperated is indicated by statistics 
compiled by the National Association of V/ood- 
work Manufacturers. These figures, while show- 
ing an advance of 100 per cent in wages in four 
years, also show a decrease of 36 per cent in produc- 
tivity per unit of labor, This means an increase 
of approximately 200 per cent in labor cost per 
article. Such figures make it evident that wages 
cannot keep pace with prices unless production 
returns to normal. Efficient management in the 
past has been proud of its recoré of profits based 
upon production. There is open to it now an op- 
portunity to do a greater work in the face of 
greater difficulties. 


THE VICE KING’S FUNERAL. 

Following the body of * Big Jim” Colosimo to 
the grave today will move a cortége which should 
interrupt the complacent thought of Chicago. 
Three judges, eight aldermen, an assistant state’s 
attorney, a congressman, & state representative, 
and leading artists of the Chicago Opera company 
are listed as honorary pallbearers along with gam- 
blers, ex-gamblers, divekeepers, and ex-divekeepers. 

A cavalcade such as moved behind the funeral 
car of Cesar is to pay homage to the memory of 
the man who for more than a decade has been 
recognized as the overlord of Chicago’s under- 
world. Such tribute, from men set up to make 
and enforce our laws, to a man who in much of 
his life was a law unto himself, is more than the 
tribute of friendship. It is a tribute to power, re 
gardless of the source or justice of that power. 

Jim Colosimo ruled in his world. Out of his rule 
came sudden death to him. Raised t6 the throne 
of the half world, he was a maker and breaker of 
political gspirations. His methods were ruthless, 
considering the law only in so far as to avoid its 
penalties. The penalty which came to him was 
not of the law but of the kingdom which he had 
built wp, yet it brings to his grave a concourse 
notable for its lights and shadows. 

It is a strange commentary upon our system 
of law and justice. In how far can power derived 
from the life of the underworld influence institu- 
tions of law and order? It is a question worthy 
the thoughtful consideration of those intrusted 
with the establishment of law and order, and of 
those dependent upon and responsible for such 
trust.

To give the story further interest the

Those of the skull 
will show the diseased body and the 
change in the bones around it. Expose 
these on the stand where the woman ex- 
hibits. Write a booklet about this wom- 
an, let it tell when the disease started, 
let it tell about acromegaly. 
it with pictures. Make the book interest- 
ing enough to sell. Make it pay some- 
thing net as it advertises the attraction, 
There is no charge, Mr. Press Agent. 
You are welcome. 


There is nothing new about exhibiting 
human side show attractions. They are 
all diseased tn some way. The wild men 
are generally imbeciles, the giants and 
the dwarfs have disease of some duCless 
glands. In fact, most of the side show 
attractions are suffering from some of 
the diseases of the little understood duct- 
less glands, It would be a novelty hav- 
ing advertising value if each attraction 
had a pamphlet telling of his disorder 
and illustrating the same disorder in 
its minor phases among ordinary people. 

The booklets should be illustrated. By- 
standers equipped with booklets picking 
out the same traits in minor degres 
among other bystanders would add to the 
gayety of nations.

WHES CHILD HOLDS BREATH. 

Pediatrician writes: “It seems to me 
that a child of 18 months, who is living 
on practically nothing but milk, might 
well be expected to have a more or 
less well developed rachitic condition. 
Assuming that’ such is the case, the 
appearance of breath Rolding, rigidity, 
and spasticity of the eye muscles when 
the child is excited or becomes angry 
may well be considered as manifesta- 
tions of spasmophilia, which ts a not 
infrequent concommitant of rickets, and 
is supposed to occur only when that 
condition is present. If such is the 
case, and'it seems to me highly probable 
that it is, there is a very real danger 
ef the appearance of convulsions or of 
the occurrence of laryngeal spasm, which 
is seldom serious, but which may be 
fatal. Likewise, tetany of the heart 
muscle is by no means 4 rarity in such 
a condition, instant death, of course, en- 
suing. Under such conditions punish- 


ment, or anything which has a tendency, 


to bring on the breath holding attacks, 
should be carefully avoided, and treat- 
ment should be directed toward the 
rickets. These children have an abnor- 
mally low blood calcium, and not in- 
frequently all symptoms may be made 
to disappear within twenty-four hours 
by the administration of calcium by 
mouth. A child of this age would take 
about twenty to thirty grains a day of 
calcium chloride or lactate. 

“The breath holding is induced by 
temper and excitement, but should be 
thought of as distinctly separate from 
manifestations of those emotions. I am 
sure that there are many children suffer- 
ing from spasmophilia as a result of 
improper diet and the lack of a few 
teaspoonfuls of calcium salts, who are 
made to undergo punishment for stub- 
bornness and a show of temper when 
they are in reality simply conducting 
themselves in the only manner possibie 
when their nervous system is in such 
an irritable state that relatively small 
stimuli give reactions out of all pro- 
portion to what might be expected from 
@ normal child.”

‘| MORE ABOUT THE CHEAPER CUTS. 


Chicago, May 13.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J}—Mr. E. W. McClure, Quincy, 
has a letter tn your “Voice of the Peo- 
ple” column, on May 8, in which he com- 
pares retail prices of ham with live hog 
prices. 

Mr. McClure compares a retail price of 
43 cents per pound for whole ham with 
16 cent price on hogs, and considers the 
spread of 27 cents too high. 

Mr. McClure overlooks the fact that 
only 75 per cent of the hog is pork, and 
that only 50 per cent of the steer is beef ; 
he also makes the mistake of assuming 
that the various cuts from an animal cen 
be sold on a basis of cost in the animal! 
plus expenses of handling; such {fs not 
the case, however. The various cuts are 
not In equal demand, and therefore can- 
not command the same prices. ' 

If it were possible to market meats on 
the same price basis, the spread between 
live price and wholesale meat prices 
would not exceed 6 or 7 cents, even itn 
this day when expenses are far above 
what they were at the time referred to 
by Mr. McClure, but inasmuch as a large 
portion of the cuts obtained is sold at 
prices below the average cost, the cuts 
in greater demand need to gell for enough 
above the average to offset the loss on the 
cheaper cuts. Swirt & Co.

HESSIAN FLY 
wet weather

wheat flelds in some 


In spite of the cool, 
and high winds, 

sections of lilinois are alive with the 
Hessian fiy, which wit cut down this 
year’s crop. 

Farmers are in ‘Aeudt about plowing 
up fields so heavily infested it would 
be unprofitable to Allow the wheat to 
stand. This is a.critical period. W. 
P. Flint, state'entomologist, says that 
in fields that were early sown and 
infested last fall flies are found in from | 
10 to 25 per cent of the ercp in the 
southern part of the state. In the 
central part from 75 to 100 per cent 
of such fields are infested. This is! 
because about 50 per cent of the flies 
emerged when weather conditions 
were favorable for egg laying. 

Judging from experience, Mr. Flint 
estimates the south end of the state 
may expect a comparatively light loss, 
probably as much as 6 per cent. In 
the south central part of Illinois he 
says a 20 per cent decrease in the yleld 
may be expected.

TRACES DEATH 
OF COLOSIMO 
TO CAMORRA 


Friend Tells of Deal 
for $10,000. — 


Fear of the Camorra and its deadly 
operations has sealed the lips of those 
who might throw some light on the 
killing of “Big Jim” Colosimo. This 
statement was made fast night by 4 
close frietid of the dead cabaret owner. 
The informant is one of the few per- 
sons who was in Colosimo’s confidence. 

“Big Jim” was a closei-mouthed, 
reticent fellow. die answered nine out 
of ten questions with a shrug of the 
shoulders. 

“TI don't was his stereotyped 
reply to almost any query. 


Hounded by Extortionists. 

But he had a few—three or four— 
Intimate friends, to whom he carried 
his troubles, and he talked freely. It 
Was one of these, who under nledge of 
secrecy that, his identity would not 
be divulged, told THe Trisune the fol- 
lowing story: 

“I was one of the closest friends 


Jim Colosimo had. He confided in me | 


I am familiar with his dealings 

th extortionists, or Black Handers, 
as they are called. . a. 

“Two or three times in the last six 

months Jim told me that a mob of 

extortionists were trying to get money 


gfrom him. They demanded $10,000. 


“Colosimo told me he was willing 


,to come across if the payment of the 


money would stop them. But, as he 
said, if he acceded to the demand it 
meant other payments. ‘eo 


: “Milk You to Death.” 
“* The first thing I would know,’ said. 
Jim, ‘I'd lose my business and they'd’ 
make a bum out of me. When you 
once give in to those Black Hand fel- 
lows they’ve got your nwtrmber, and 
they milk you to death.’ 
* Those re the exact words 
Colosimo. He said it was a mob of 
*ginnie’ (meaning Italian) blackmail- 
ers who made the demand. - 
“Jim incurred* the enmity the 
Camorra some years ago, when three 


| of their members were shot and killed 


one night under the Archer avenue 
subway of the Rock Island tracks. 
Two of them were killed instantly 
and the other fellow lived a few hours.
